TUESDAY, JULY 11, 10:30 A. M. 
FIRST SESSION. 

The first session of the twenty-sixth annual meeting of the 
Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association was called to order by 
President Eenkert Tuesday, July 11th, at 10:30 a. m., at the 
Hermitage Hotel, Nashville. In the absence of Dr. M. P. Lo- 
gan, Mr. F. W. Ward, of Menjphis, pronounced the invocation. 

President Renkert introduced Governor Hooper, who con- 
gratulated the Pharmacists upon the fact that their business in 
relation to mankind is one of benevolence, and bade them wel- 
come on behalf of the 2,000,000 Tennesseans, and extended them 
cordial greetings. 

Mr. P. W. Ward, of Memphis, made an eloquent response, 
paying an eulogy to the importance of the pharmacists' pro- 
fession. 

Mayor Howse, of Nashville, was the next speaker, he ex- 
tended the keys of the city to the visitors and bade them wel- 
come. 

Mr. J. L. Nelson, of Jackson, responded to the Mayor's speech 
in a happy manner. 
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Mr. D. H. Neil, of Nashville, welcomed the vistors on behalf 
of the local druggists. 

Mr. W. I. Gates, of Whiteville, responded on behalf of the 
Association. 

On call of the roll of officers all were found to be present. 

The following communication was read, from the N. W. D. A. :

Dear Sir: I beg to inform you that President Shieffelin has appointed 
the following Relegates to represent that Association at the next meeting 
of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, which I understand will be 
held in Nashville from July 11th to 13th:

Mr. C. S. Martin made a few remarks as a delegate from the 
National Wholesale Druggists' Association. 

Vice-President Coley was called to the chair while Presi- 
dent Renkert delivered his annual address: 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

Ladies' and Gentlemen: It affords me great pleasure to address such a 
large audience, and that pleasure is increased by reason of the fact that 
this audience is composed of the representative members of my profes- 
sion. 

At the outset, I want to thank the various committees for their valuable 
assistance in helping to make this* administration a success. It has been 
my misfortune to succeed in office the best President that the Association 
has ever had, and of course you will expect too much of me. Our last 
President, Mr. Gates, was a worker, and his untiring efforts caused the 
meeting at Memphis, of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, to be 
the best ever held since its organization twenty-six years ago. 

If this administration has been attended with success, it has been due, 
not so much to my own efforts, as to that of our able Secretary, Mr. 
Trolinger, and the various committees. They are entitled to all the credit 
and to all the honors arising therefrom. 
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Gentlemen, in one sense tMs has been a disastrous year for the Phar- 
macists. Although our Legislative Committee has worked hard, the 
Legislature has passed bills that are obnoxious to the Pharmacists, and 
at the same time are, in my opinion, detrimental to the welfare of the 
public. One of the biUs which has been passed aUows physicians to 
register as pharmacists in towns of less than 2,000 people, without an 
examination by the Board. This bill was introduced by a physician in 
Shelby County, upon the request of several physicians in the county. In 
this connection I want to state that the majority of the members of the 
medical profession of this county were opposed to the measure, and that 
two members of the Medical College have given me letters that not until 
this year did the curriculum of that college contain a course in pharmacy. 
They also state that they do not believe physicians are qualified for the 
profession of pharmacy unless they have attended a pharmaceutical col- 
lege, and stood the same examination that has been stood by the rest of 
us. These letters were presented to the Governor and he wa^' asked to 
veto this bill, but refused to do so. 

The second bill was one allowing all registered Assistant Pharmacists 
to become registered without further examination. This bill was also 
rushed through the Legislature, and although our committee worked ar- 
duously to prevent its passage, they were unsuccessful. 

At our last meeting President Gates recommended to the Association 
that an attorney be employed to guard our interests by watching the 
course of legislation, and carefully scrutinizing all bills affecting us, and 
through us the welfare of the general public, and keep the Association 
fuUy advised as to legislative conditions. I wish to add my hearty en- 
dorsement to this recommendation made by Mr. Gates, and ask a careful 
consideration of the same at the hands of the Association. 

In my opinion we have been too careless about legislation which affects 
our interests. This Association should never lobby to get measures 
through the Legislature, but it should not sit supinely down and allow 
demagogic ideas to become laws when we are harmed, and the people not 
helped. 

It is unfortunately true that many measures are enacted in the law 
through the trading of votes for political purposes. As we are not in 
politics, we have been the sufferers on account of it. Let's help stop 
this? Let us make it plain that we believe in special privileges to none, 
and exact justice to all. 

Above all other times, this is an age of co-operation and Combination. 
Co-operation is always good and humanizing, but combination may be 
evil or good, depending upon whether or not it is for a worthy or un- 
worthy end. Let us cling to the first, and make, good the second. 

Nor has the obnoxious legislation been confined to Tennessee, but 
seemingly occupies a position as broad as our Nation. There is now a bill 
in the hands of the Ways and Means Committee at Washington, known 
as the Shirley Stamp Tax Bill. This bill provides that a 2^^ cent stamp 
shall be placed on each dollar preparation. This is the same tax that was 
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required during the Spanish-American War. The druggists of our city 
signed a petition, and sent the same to the Honorable Cordell Hull, a 
member of the committee, and the reply which I received from him will 
be read to you by our Secretary. 

I am pleased to report that during the past year the Tennessee Board 
of Pharmacy has become a member of the Southern Boards of Pharmacy, 
which embraces all of the Southern States, except North and South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi and Louisiana. In this connection we may congratulate 
ourselves that the Southern Boards of Pharmacy has honored this Board 
by selecting one of our members', Mr. F. W. Ward, as its President. This 
Board has also been accepted as a member of the National Association 
of Boards of Pharmacy, and under the rules governing these two Asso- 
ciations, we can now reciprocate with about twenty-eight States. 

I recommend that this Association, by resolution or in some other 
proper manner, condemn the indiscriminate and pernicious sale of opiates 
to the public, and that it have prepared a reasonable and just anti- 
narcotic law, and that the same be presented to the State Legislature 
and its passage at the next General Assembly heartily urged. 

I recommend that a more general interest be taken in the Pharmacy 
Laws and in the enforcement of the same; that all violations coming 
under the notice of each registered pharmacist be reported to the Board 
for action. I am informed that some States are divided into districts, 
in which the Begistered Pharmacists are appointed to watch for viola- 
tions of the law, and report the same. These committees' appointed by 
the State Association have proven of great benefit to the Board of Phar- 
macy, indeed it is only through the assistance of the State Association 
and its individual members that a thorough enforcement throughout the 
State can be had, and thereby the proper protection for the registered 
pharmacists and the good and welfare of the public be preserved. 

I again wish to thank the various committees for their hearty support, 
and also the traveling men for the interest they have shown, and their 
contribution to the entertainments arranged for us by the Entertainment 
Committee. 

I want to state, for myself and the entire membership, that we are 
grateful for the help, presence and influence of the Ladies' Auxiliary. 
Not only the Pharmacists, but the whole civilized world raises its' voice 
in the affirmative at: ''God bless the ladies,*' but even more so when 
they are the body of American women working so in harmony with us. 
It is our blessing and their misfortune to have them, and we appreciate 
them. 

And I also, in behalf of the Association, wish to thank the citizens of 
Nashville for the royal welcome they have given us. There's something 
in the atmosphere of "The Bock City" that's generous. The citizens 
are full of it, and they have shown themselves to be the most admirable 
examples of Southern hospitality. Nashville is a big town, and it does 
things in a big way. That big spirit in doing things isn't limited to 
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municipal affairs here, but extends up on the hiU, where even the appro- 
priations are big. 

And I now thank you for the honor jou have bestowed upon me, and 
for the uniform kindness and courteous treatment which I have received 
at your hands. 

The President's address was referred to a committee of 
Messrs. J. A. Loyd, W. I. Gates and L. K. Qrigsby. 

The Secretary read his report, as follows : 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

July 11th, 1911.

Gentlemen: I herewith submit the annual report of the Secretary's 
office for the year ending July 10, 1911. 

Soon after the last annual meeting, statements were mailed to all de- 
linquents as usual. 

The proceedings were printed and mailed as usual. 

Soon after Governor Hooper was inaugurated, names were submitted 
to him for appointment upon the Board of Pharmacy. 

During the year we have installed only five new members, which is the 
smaUest number of new members for some years, but this is probably due 
to the fact that last year we made a strong canvass, when we secured 
nearly 125 new members.

SECOND SESSION. 

President Benkert called the second session to order at 

10:00 o'clock a. m. Minutes of the first session were read and 

approved. 

Mr. 6. E. Wilkes made a verbal report as a delegate to the 
Arkansas Association of Pharmacists. 

The Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy submitted his an- 
nual report, and same was ordered to take the usual course. 
(See report in back of Proceedings.) 

The chairman of the Legislative Committee submitted the 
following report: 

REPORT OP LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

Your Legislative Committee beg to submit the following report: 

Since our last convention we suppose that every druggist in the State 
realizes very forcibly that the law making body of the State has been in 
session, and that they have enacted some laws that were far from satis- 
factory to your committee, and majority of the druggists. 

The first bill that came before us w^s the Pure Food amendments', or 
practically a change of the entire Act. As originally introduced the bill 
was very unsatisfactory, and to conform with the requirements of the 
proposed measure would have been very impractical. After several dis- 
cussions the committee succeeded in getting a bill, which in our opinion 
would be as nearly satisfactory as possible, with the exception of the 6th 
section of the Act, which leaves with the discretion of the Pure Food 
Inspector the advertising in the press the results of his findings. This 
section we objected to, but the Pure Food Inspector contended for it and 
since he had yielded every other objection, we yielded to this one, al- 
though we gave him a&' our opinion that the 6th section would give him 
trouble in operation of the Act. 

The next bill was a Net Weight and Measure Bill, requiring that all 
substances be labeled in terms of net weight and volume. This was 
changed to apply to food stuffs, cereals, etc. 

Your committee had information from several sources, at different 
times, that the bill to grant full registration to Assistant Pharmacists 
who had held their certificate for five years, with continuous services, 
would be introduced, and just before the recess it was introduced in the 
House and Senate. 
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Your committee asked for a hearing on this measure, which was prom- 
isedy but on the second day after recess the House act^d finally on the 
measure without our knowledge; then the committee appeared before the 
Senate committee, but soon arrived at the conclusion that our appeal was 
useless, as it was fixed as one of the Senate, who was an Assistant Phar- 
macist, would be entitled to register under provision of the Act. One of 
the Senators from Nashville, and from whom we should have been able to 
get assistance, afterwards told us that unfortunately Legislators traded 
votes, and that on this bill he had promised to vote favorably as a 
courtesy or exchange for vote he had given him; so the true status of a 
bill in a case like this would get no consideration. The Governor signed 
the bill over our every protest and pressure that we could bring to bear 
to try and get him to see the ill effect of the Act. 

The bill allowing physicians to conduct pharmacies in towns of less 
than 2,000 was introduced at about the same time as* the above mentioned 
bill, and this was also a reciprocity deal. The promoters of one measure 
supporting the other and vice versa. It was introduced in both houses by 
Memphis men, and we believe that the Memphis druggists did all they 
could to get them to desist, but was of no avail. This measure was in- 
troduced in the Senate on Tuesday, and passed third and final reading on 
Friday following. We did our utmost to get the Governor to veto both 
these measures. 

It has been insinuated by those less informed as to the true existing 
conditions that the committee were asleep. Now, Gentlemen of this* As- 
sociation, we wish to say that there were members of this committee that 
lost one-third of their time from their business for two months, and it 
really was not consistent to lose this much time, but we were in the 
harness and had to go. We tried to be conscientious in the discharge of 
our duty and worked for something favorable to report. 

It may be truly said that the State Legislative Body which has just 
adjourned was possessed of the greatest spirit of dissension of any that 
we have ever had. 

Gentlemen of the Association, we also have not the general interest 
manifested by the druggists throughout the State that we should have 
It is hardly proper for you to assume that, because you have a Legisla- 
tive Committee of five, with only three acting, that the druggists 
throughout the State have no duties. 

Your committee sent out 485 letters to the druggists- of the State, 
asking them to work to defeat these pernicious measures by having con- 
ference with their representatives. Did you do itf 

In this same letter we made request for donations for a legislative 
fund — out of the 485 letters we received a favorable response from 34, 
and amount of money received totaled $74.50. 

We were instructed at last convention to spend a limited amount for 
our attorney, but the very limited amount which we received from the 
movement put on foot to create a fund to use for an attorney and other 
necessary expenses, was so limited that we concluded that for the small 
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amount we had with which to pay our attorneys, we could not expect 
much services rendered, and that we had better do the best we could 
ourselves. 

Now, Gentlemen of this Association, the committee are not kicking — 
just presenting the true existing conditions. 

Just after the 'recess there was a bill introduced in both Houses to 
prohibit the sale of opium, gum opium^ morphine, and preparations of 
same. Your committee was favorable to a measure of this kind, with 
changes in the wording of the- bill, as it would not allow us to sell 
preparations that contained consistently small quantities of the drugs 
mentioned. 

We appeared before the chairman of the committee and stated our ob- 
jections, and they surrendered the original bills and asked us' to draft 
more suitable ones. This we did, and gave them back to the committee 
chairman, — then came the great divide and the file busting Legislators 
took up their abode in Alabama. You know the rest; they did not take 
it up when they came back. 

At the last convention of this Association this committee was in- 
structed to have drafted and introduced in the Legislature the Itinerant 
Vendors' Bill, regulating them. 

We did this, but did not effect the passage, and we feel perfectly safe 
in saying that we could not have passed this measure, if the Legislature 
had resumed work in regular session, as the decision rendered in the 
niinois' case was being used against us before the bill was introduced. 
(The Watkins men were on the job.) Some of the Legislators told us 
that they had a list of 2,000 or more names of customers of the Watkins 
Eemedy Company attesting the merits of the goods, so you can readily 
see that these companies are wide awake to their own interests, and 
stand ready to oppose any legislative work that will prove hurtful to 
them. 

,This concludes the work of the committee for this year, and as there 
will be another convention of this Association before the next session of 
the Legislature, we deem it unnecessary for this committee to make any 
special recommendations to the Association for this year. However, we 
do feel that it would be well for this Association to have a full discus- 
sion of its future policies along the lines of legislative work, and in this 
connection we would recommend that this A&Bociation adopt the same 
plan as recently adopted by the Indiana Association, viz.: to have a 
Legislative chairman in each county to keep in close touch with the 
druggists in his county, and his representatives in the Le^slature. 

We would recommend that in the future, regardless of the question 
under discussion, that the action taken by a majority of the members 
present, be considered the will of the entire membership of the Tennessee 
Pharmaceutical Association, and thus avoid the unpleasantness as shown 
this year. 
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We would also recommend that the members learn to digest and live 
up to the motto: "United We Can Accomplish Anything."

McAdoo. 

The Committee on the President's Address reported as fol- 
lows: 

Nashville, Tenn., July 12th, 1911. 
To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 
Gentlemen: We, your committee appointed to report on the Presi- 
dent's Address, beg leave to submit the following: 

We heartily indorse the report condemning the Pharmacy Acts of the 
last Legislature, and believe it was a backward step. We most heartily 
concur with our President in the condemnation of the Stamp Act, now 
pending in Congress. 

We earnestly indorse the Acts of the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy in 
its affiliation with the Southern Boards of Pharmacy. 

We note that our President recommends the condemnation of the in- 
discriminate and pernicious sale of opiates. In this we most heartily 
concur, but we do not believe that our present anti-narcotic laws should 
be changed, but recommend that they be enforced.

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' Gentlemen: We, your Committee on Secretary and Treasurer's Beports 
beg leave to report as follows: We have gone over the records and 
audited the accounts and find each correct.

The special committee to see the feasibility of a get together 
meeting of all Southern States at Chattanoiga in 1912 reported 
that same would be brought to the attention of the Southern 
States and see if we could not have the meeting, but that no 
action had so far been arranged by any association. 

Mr. P. W. Ward also made a verbal report on the matter. 

Mr. W. P. Thomason, President of the Alabama Association, 
being with us, made an address before the Association. 

Mr. L. J. Desha, Assistant Pure Food and Drug Inspector of 
Tennessee, read the following paper before the Association : 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the opportunity afforded me of 
appearing before this body for in it I recognize the most progressive 
element among the pharmacists of the State today. I believe that as we 
meet together we are actuated by a common purpose, for while I am 
here as a representative of the laity — of the two millions of people who 
require your services — and you are here, very properly, to take such 
action as may further your own best interests, it is a principle not to be 
disregarded that when a man works honestly and intelligently for his 
own real best interests he must of necessity benefit all of those who may 
be in any way associated with him. 

Of the making of many books there is no end, but it seems that for 
each group and condition of men there is one particular book which 
stands above all the rest as distinctly its own. The tourist has his 
Baedeker, the surveyor his Trautwine, the card player swear» by Hoyle; 
what Leach is to the food chemist, Eemington is to the pharmacist. It 
is to emphasize a text from this, your professional Bible, that I am coins 
today. The following lines from Bemington's Practice of Pharmacy con- 
stitute the passage to which reference is made: "Economy of the cheese 
paring order is particularly to be avoided, as the use of cheap, inaccurate 
weights must lead ultimately to serious consequences.'* 

Whether under ** serious consequences'' Dr. Eemington referred only 
to the danger to the patient which must arise from the use of inaccurate* 
ly prepared medicines, or whether he had in mind also the consequences 
which may confront the pharmacist himself as the result of the violation 
of a law, I am unaware. But at the present time it is evident that the

latter possibility must seriously present itself to every member of the 
profession and act as an added stimulus to the ethical consideration. 
To show that a rather serious condition of affairs does exist I have but to 
point to the Bulletins of the Food and Drugs Departments of this and 
other States where the showing speaks for itself. The large numbers of 
iUegal cases must be a source of concern to all who are thoughtful. 

We 'have not now to do with these very rare instances where the 
shortcomings are due to an intent to defraud, nor yet with the much 
greater number of cases where the wide departure from the standards 
clearly indicates- gross carelessness. But I would call especial attention 
to the large number of samples which are found differing too far from 
the standards to be regarded as legal and yet close enough to make it 
readily credible that incorrect weights and measures are responsible. 1 
look for especially good results in emphasizing this matter for it will 
appeal to the most advanced members' of the profession, the men who 
are doing already the best that they can with the apparatus they happen 
to have. 

Considering first the matter of weights I would quote once more from 
Bemington: "Cost of accurate weights is trifling, yet the market is 
flooded with weights which are disgracefully inaccurate, and it is greatlj 
to be regretted that the latter find a ready sale.'' In this connection it 
may be well to remark that a set of weights given free with a dozen 
boxes of Dr. Gunn's Pills or something of that sort, MAY be correct. 
But if so, it is most likely due to an accident, and to use them for 
purposes requiring accuracy without first comparing them with standards 
is very close akin to criminal negligence. The same may be said of any 
weights except those purchased under the specific guarantee of a really 
responsible maker. 

m 

But securing accurate weights is only the first step and a reasonable 
amount of care must be exercised to preserve them in that condition. 
Weights made too heavy by adhering dirt are easily seen (we have all 
seen too many such) but those which have worn until they are light 
weight are less easily detected. A careful cleaning of the weights at 
frequent intervals (using as little abrasive material as possible) followed 
by a comparison of pieces of the set with each other and with some one 
standard piece reserved for that purpose will largely decrease errors 
from these sources. 

In this connection the balance on which the weights are used should 
be referred to. Presuming that one has been selected which is designed 
for the character of the work in hand, the other conditions necessary to 
securing accurate results must be observed. A level, steady table is 
essential. The balance should be tested by the usual methods for its 
sensitiveness, equality of arm length, etc. Especial care should be be- 
stowed upon the knife edges or points of support in order that through 
rust and dirt the sensitiveness may not be impaired. For the balance 
which used to break on the tenth of a gram may come to respond only 
slowly to five grams. 
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Though weights are our fundamental standards', and errors in them 
are, therefore, far reaching, I am personally disposed to think that more 
and larger deviations are due to measures. With the latter we have all 
the opportunities for inaccuracies in original graduation which are found 
in weights, and, in addition, the chances for error in their use are multi- 
plied. 

Every vessel used for measuring should be calibrated before so using 
by pouring into it the weighed amount of water at the standard tem- 
perature which should fill it if the graduation is correct. Directions for 
such calibration, with precautions to be observed, are given in Remington 
and any standard work on analytical chemistry, and may be easily 
carried out. A measure so tested and found to be incorrect belongs in 
the junk pile — ^but there would be an unusual demand on the dump cart 
if all the bad ones in Tennessee were discarded at the same time. Ac 
curate measures can be obtained if they are wanted and at no exorbitani 
price. 

The shape of the vessel used is a large. factor in determining the na- 
ture of the results'. The old conical graduate has no excuse whatever for 
existence, whatever of former advantage in ease of cleansing having dis- 
appeared before the wire handled brushes now so cheaply obtainable. 
With the wide surface to read across an error of 10 per cent is quite 
possible when the vessel is not allowed to sit on a level table until the 
liquid is motionless. Wherever graduates must be used the cylindrical 
form should be employed, and if these are purchased with the graduations 
extended entirely around them and a sufficient number are "kept on hand, 
so that it will not be necessary to measure ten cubic centimeters in a 
liter graduate, quite accurate results can be obtained. Obviously the 
taller and thinner the graduater, the more accurate the results; (heavy 
glass, heavy feet). Attention should be called in passing to the ap- 
preciable difference in the graduations to contain and to deliver. 

For manufacturing purposes where in nearly every instance the final 
value is 500 cc or one or two liters the graduated flasks of these dimen- 
sions are much to be preferred. The possibility of a high degree of ac- 
curacy is readily apparent from the small area of the meniscus and the 
fact that they are graduated to contain the proper amount, nor is the 
expense attached at all prohibitive as the set of three can be obtained 
from the most reliable houses for about $2.00. I cannot urge too strongly 
the desirability of introducing into the manufacturing department of 
every retail as well as wholesale pharmacist these three sizes of grad- 
uated flasks for completing to the proper volume the preparations of 
the Pharmacopoeia. The fragile nature of these flasks as now con- 
structed is a serious objection I freely admit. But that can be cor- 
rected. I have only today received a letter from one of the most promi- 
nent manufacturers of glassware in this country, in which he volunteers 
to devise a form of graduated flask or bottle, designed especially for the 
use of pharmacists, and of very heavy glass, provided an initial order of 
100 can be guaranteed. Should you see fit to appoint a committee to in- 
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vestigate this matter I should be glad to co-operate with them in any 
way possible. 

One point further in closing. If upon investigation it is found that 
new weights and measures are needed, let them by all means be those of 
the metric system. The Eighth revision of the Pharmacopoeia doomed 
the British system of weights and measures so far as 
pharmacy is concerned in this country, and for that 
service, if for no other, the editors of the book have earned our 
gratitude. Unfortunately it will be long before you can use the metric 
system exclusively on account of prescriptions which are written in the 
other, but that too will end eventually and you will be free to use in 
its simplicity the only truly scientific and practical system of weights 
and measures which has ever been devised. 

A vote of thanks was extended to Mr. Desha and his paper 
was ordered printed in the Proceedings. 

On motion of S. C. Davis a committee was appointed to carry 
out the suggestions of Mr. Desha. The following were ap- 
pointed : S. C. Davis, W. I. Gates and T. J. Shannon. 

Mr. D. D. Phillips made a talk on pioneer days in the drug 
business in Tennessee. 

Dr. E. A. Ruddiman, of Vanderbilt University gave a lecture 
on the U. S. P. preparations that can be tested in the Test- 
Tube. 

On motion same wfi^s ordered printed in the Proceedings and 
a rising vote of thanks was extended to Dr. Buddiman. 

Mr. L. P. Brown, State Pure Pood and Drug Inspector, ad- 
dressed the Association on the recent changes in the Pure Pood 
and Drug Act. 

Mr. J. A. Loyd offered the following resolution, which car- 
ried: 

BESOLUTION. 

In view of the fact that our Pharmacy Laws are changed and amended 
at almost every session of the Legislature, and that every retail druggist 
does not own a Code of Tennessee, and for convenience and intelligence; 
therefore, be it 

Besolved, by this Association now in session, that the entire Pharmacy 
Law, with all of its amendments, including the Pure Food Law, be pub- 
lished in full each year in the proceedings of this Association, and that 
the Secretary be instructed to act accordingly.

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On motion of Secretary Trolinger a committee of Messrs. 
Clark, Nelson and Vickers were appointed to submit suitable 
resolutions on the death of Messrs. W. E. Ward and H. I. Sul- 
livan. 

After much discussion on the change in the Pure Food and 
Drug Act, the Inspector offers to notify the Secretary of the 
Association, about all publications in regard to his rulings and 
publications. The Secretary in turn is to notify the members 
of the Association. 

Mr. E. C. Pinch made a few remarks on the general laws of 
the country. 

Mr. Clark, Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy, stated that 
the Board of Pharmacy now exchanged certificates with many 
States and hoped before many meetings to be able to exchange 
with every State ; they had also passed resolutions to join the 
National Association of Boards of Pharmacy. 

On motion of Mr. Yeager the Secretary was instructed to 
send telegram of greetings to Virginia and North Carolina As- 
sociations, whicl^ are now in session.

Messrs. J. L. Nelson, H. E. Mason and F. W. Ward read pa- 
pers on ** Should the Country Storekeepers Be Compelled to 
Sell Commonly Used Drugs in Original Packages Only?" Same 
was referred to a committee of Messrs. Dr. E. A. Buddiman, F. 
E. Robinson and C. G. Westbrook. 

Mr. B. H. Owen, an ex-President of the Association and for 
years a member of the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy, but now 
a resident of Charleston, S. C, was present and made us a short 
talk. 

Messrs. F. W. Ward and W. I. Gates read papers on - 'How 
May the Attendance at Local and State Meetings Be In- 
creased?" which were referred to a committee of Messrs. M. E. 
Hutton, J. C. McRady and J. 0. Burge. 

On motion of W.' R. White and seconded by S. C. Davis the 
following resolution passed : 

Whereas, the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee at its last 
session enacted two laws pertaining to and affecting the profession and 
practice of pharmacy, and 

Whereas, the first of said laws provides that a physician who has been 
engaged in the practice of medicine for ten years shall be registered as 
a full-fledged pharmacist without examination, and 

Whereas, the record of said laws provides that an assistant pharmacist 
who has had five years' experience as such, shall, without examination, 
be registered as a regular pharmacist, and 

Whereas, the aforesaid laws have the inevitable effect of lowering the 
standard of qualification in the practice of pharmacy, and in many cases 
permitting inefficient and incompetent men to compound and dispense 
drugs and poisons; therefore, be it 

Besolyed, That the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association denounce 
said laws as being inconsistent with the spirit and intent of the laws 
pertaining to the practice of pharmacy, inimical to the health, safety 
and general welfare of the public, and as tending to reduce the degree 
of competency and efficiency necessary to properly conduct the business 
of a pharmacist. 

The resolution was amended as follows: Resolved, That a 
copy of these resolutions be given the daily press. 
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The Secretary read a letter from Mr. C. L. Taylor, of Mason 
City, Tenn., urging the Association to adopt resolutions against 
the Shirley Bill now before Congress. 

On motion the Secretary was instructed to s^nd telegrams to 
Senators Taylor and Lea urging them to use their influence to 
defeat the Shirley Bill. 

Dean Hubbard, of Meherry Medical College, addressed the 
Association. 

Mr. J. O. Burge read a paper before the Association, '*The 
Pharmacist and His Tools," and same was ordered printed in 
the Proceedings. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS.

We 
suggest that each chairman act under a chief committee as heretofore on 
legislation, accepting the admonition of the chairman of this report. 
Each of us realize that there is no hope of success in our undertaking 
without the co-operation of every member.

The following communication was read from the National 
Association of Retail Druggists : 

Chicago, June 2, 1911. 
Mr. E. F. Trolinger, Secretary, Jackson, Tenn. 

Dear Mr. Trolinger: The N. A. E, D. extends cordial and fraternal 
greetings to the Tennessee State Pharmaceutical AsBociation in annual 
meeting assembled at Nashville, Tenn., and wishes you a largely at- 
tended and most successful meeting. 

The N. A. R. D., conscious of the implicit trust imposed in it by the 
retail druggistb* of this country, is continually seeking for newer and 
more beneficial methods to improve their condition and standing. In 
view of this fact, we are writing your Association in annual convention 
assembled, to call your attention to some new policies that have been 
adopted since your last meeting. 

We are doing this primarily to officially call your attention to what 
the N. A. B. D. is prepared to do if it should meet with your pleasure to 
make use of any or all of these new policies, and secondly, to endeavor 
to convince the members of your State Association that the real object 
of the National Association is the promotion and conservation of the 
retail druggists' interests. Briefly stated, the new policies are: 

First — That we heartily favor legislation, both National and State, 
that will prevent the indiscriminate sale and distribution and use of 
habit forming drugs. 

Second — That under the Internal Bevenue Laws of the United States, 
retail druggists are compelled to class themselves as retail liquor dealers, 
and believing that such classification is a stigma upon the prof esBional 
standing of the retail druggists, we request the respective State Pharma- 
ceutical Associations to assist us in securing such modification of the 
Internal Bevenue Laws as will give to members of our profession a more 
appropriate title. 

Third — That we favor uniformity in pure food and drug acts of the 
various States, and that State Boards of Pharmacy be empowered to en- 
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f oree such acts and have power to control the character of all drugs sold 
or distributed to the public. 

Fourth — That we do not view with fervor the fact that some proprie- 
tors and manufacturers disregard the interests of the retail drug trade by 
making direct sales to dispensing physicians and mail order houses. 

Fifth — That we earnestly request and urge you to use the best efforts 
possible to have the retail druggist take a more active part in political 
affairs in having proper representation in your legislative halls. 

Sixth — That we believe it would be more advantageous for your mem- 
bers to act in conjunction with the medical professions in your State in 
promoting such legislation that best conserves the mutual interest of the 
two professions as well as that of the public. 

Seventh — That the legal department of the N. A. B. D. has been largely 
extended and empowered to actively engage in co-operative measures 
with the legislative committees of the respective State Pharmaceutical 
Associations, advocating necessary amendments to the State Pharmacy 
Laws requiring the restricting of all sales of drugs, medicines and poisons 
including proprietary remedies to registered pharmacists exclusively. • ^ 

In offering the advantages - of our greater legal department to the 
Legislative Committee of your State Association, we believe we are ful- 
filling a long felt want as it must be evident to you all that a learned 
counsellor like our Mr. Errant, fortified by years of practical experience 
in pharmaceutical legal cases, is in a position to be of material .help to 
you in all legal matters. Moreover, it would largely tend to promote 
uniformity in our State Pure Food and Drug Laws, a consummation de- 
voutly to be desired. 

It is not our province or intention to invade any State and engender 
suspicions of usurpation of the duties of your State Legislative Commit- 
tee, but we are pleased to inform you that we are willing and prepared to 
act only in an advisory capacity free of any charges for services ren' 
dered. In case our services are needed, we would respectfully ask that 
you notify us at an opportune time as we do not wish to obtrude in any 
instance. 

It must be evident to you all that conditions in .the retail drug trade 
are materially changing. In this progressive and active age a man 
cannot sit still and expect business to come to him, he must go after it. 
On all sides, we observe a general desire to bring their stores up to 
present progressive ideas with new fixtures, including what is to most of 
you the best revenue producer, an up-to-date soda fountain. 

Advertising has become an absolute necessity unless you would lag 
behind in the race for success and let me remind you that your advertis' 
ing must be true to the label or you will do yourself more harm than 
good. In addition you must keep only the best of everything in drugs 
and chemicals. 

With your pharmaceutical knowledge, an affable disposition and a well 
kept store, you will be sure to succeed. Endeavor as much as possible to 
impress upon the physician that you are capable and dependable and you 
will be surprised at the results. 
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Whenever possible and practicable, make your own galenical prepara- 
tions, and keep closely in touch with U. S. P. and N. P. Propaganda of 
the N. A. R. D. We have been harshly and unjustly criticised in some 
quarters regarding our' propaganda work of U. S. P. and N. F., even 
going so far as stating that we insult the high-toned and intellectual 
physician and pharmacist by requesting him to use ordinary preparations 
of the U. S. P. and N. F. in preference to secret proprietaries. We will 
reply to these critics that the propaganda we are teaching in most cases 
reaches the physicians who do not possess a copy of U. S. P. and N. F., 
and thetefore, are ignorant of these elegant and dependable therapeutic 
agents, and we regret to say that this also Applies to many of the phar 
macists. 

Speaking advisably, I have, no hesitancy in stating that I fully believe 
the propaganda of U. Si P. and J^. F. has been one of the greatest agen- 
cies to arrest the attention of reputable physicians and pharmacists and 
show them the shoals they we're rapidly drifting upon by departure from 
medicine and pharmacy. Going further, I would' state that a much wider 
significance must be given to this gospel than the exploitation of U. S. P. 
And N. F. preparations in that it is teaching the physician and pharma- 
cist that their interests have much in common and it is up to them to 
promote and cultivate these interests whenever and wherever feasible. 

It is not our purpose or intention to tire you with a long and tedious 
dissertation upon the current issues of today, and we will, with your 
permission, just say a few words upon the adverse decision of the United 
States Supreme Court regarding the Miles Medical Company contract 
regulating the retail selling price of their preparations. 

No doubt, most of you have read in N. A. E. D. NOTES the editorials 
upon this subject, and therefore, I will confine myself to saying that I 
fully < believe that with the educational price protecting policies of oui 
National Association and the avidity such teachings have been absorbed 
and heeded by the retail druggists of this country that the essence, the 
spirit of price protection has come to stay. 

One positive fact was definitely determined by this decision, and that 
is the manufacturer or proprietor is not obligated to sell any wholesaler 
or retailer who cuts the wholesale or retail selling price of their prepara- 
tions. 

The retailers have fully realized that cut rate prices are not conducive 
to profitable livings. A retail druggist who deliberately cuts the retail 
selling price of any article from choice and not from necessity in my 
Opinion has nO place among honest men who are struggling with the 
world to make an honest and respectable living for themselves and their 
families. 

The time is insistent that the retail druggist be full organized. It is 
a futile argument for him to say that he does not have time to attend 
the meetings as his membership counts for so much. Could your Legis- 
lative Committee approach your State Legislature with the backing of a 
membership of at least 75 per cent of the retail druggists of your State, 
it would be a force almost irresistible politically, and in order to further 
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these results each and every member of' your Association should con- 
stitute himself a committee of one to bring a fellow druggist within the 
fc4d. . 

In conclusion we wish to assute you of our earnestness in offering the 
assistance of the N. A. K. D. in whatever manner you chose to request 
in bringing about better conditions for the retail druggists of your State^ 
either commercially, morally or professionally. 

Again expressing the hope that your present meeting may be the great

Whereas, most poisonous substances so employed, are either disin- 
fectants or chemicals used in the arts^ and sold in other lines of business, 
where it would be impossible to comply with methods of sale affording 
effective control of such articles,' and 

Whereas, the real trouble is the fact that the name of the poison, and 
as far as* possible, the dose employed, as well as fairly accurate informa- 
tion as to the proper dose to employ, is usually printed in the newspapers, 
Inducing morbid people and criminals to use these poisons, through reaa- 
ing snch statements, therefore, be it 

Besolved, That the members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, urge upon the coroners and other officials of their' State, and espe- 
cially upon the proprietors of all newspapers published within the State, 
the importance of refraining from furnishing to the public, the name of 
the poison used in any case oi suicide or homicide by poison, and espe- 
cially giving instructions' regarding the method of using such poisons, 
and the amount constituting a fatal dose. 

Mr. W. I. Gates offered the following resolution:

FUTURE PHARMACY, COMMERCIAL OR ETHICAL, 

WHICH SHALL IT BE? 

BY E. C. FINCH. 

If we were to soliloquize as did my friend Hamlet, ''To be or not to 
be," and finally decide to be strictly ethical, I am, afraid we would not 
be very long. There was perhaps a time, a good many years since, when 
the pharmacy (as we know it) was conducted on ethical lines, and I foi 
one am glad I did not live in those days, the pharmacy was then very 
common called an ' * apothecary shop, ' ' and I am informed by the journals 
and some of my muchly traveled friends (not druggists) that in England, 
Germany, and some of the other old and non-progressive countries, that 
they are still run somewhat along those lines. 

There seems to be a prevailing idea that the people who conducted the 
apothecary shop were more scientific than at the present time, but 1 am 
inclined to think that the people who think that way are living in the 
past, (as all non-progresBive people live), for I am not willing to admit 
that we are retrograding scientifically.. I don't think there ever was an 
age when our profession was as far advanced scientifically as it is at the 
present. 

We, of course, have keener competition, and more of it, than ever be- ' 
fore, which I am glad to say has a tendency to elevate the profession, as 
well as to sharpen our wits. Also this keen competition has had a 
tendency to make the incompetent man either post himself or seek new 
fields and pastures green, as His a case of ''the survival of the fittest." 

Another fact is, that there was never a time when there was as much 
prescription business done as at the present, although it seems to some 
that the profession is commercializing itself,, and if it is I am certain it is 
not without good reasons, for at least 60 per cent of the physicians are 
eommercializing their profession by either conducting drug stores or 
furnishing a large per cent of their medicine, and I am informed that 
some even expect rebates from the pharmacist on prescriptions they write. 
Bight here I want to say that I hope no pharmacist in the hearing of my 
voice is, or has been, guilty of such practice, for it encourages dishonest 
transactions, furthermore, if the pharmacist should rebate the doctor the 
consumer is the one that is bearing the burden, as the pharmacist will, of 
course, add the rebate price to the prescriptions. 

There is no comparison between the times' present and those of a few 
years back when I first went into the business. The pharmacist made 
nearly all of his elixirs, tinctures, plasters, pills, etc., with no degree of 
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certainty as to their strength, for he made them from such crude drugs as 
he happened to have on his shelf, or that he would purchase of hiis jobber, 
which drugs had never been assayed, and we all know that in order to 
get a product of the required strength we have to use a drug that has 
been recently assayed, as even assayed drugs lose their strength after a 
reasonable length of time, and we have no certainty whatever of the 
amount of medicine unassayed goods contain. 

It is not that we are not as competent to make the above mentioned 
articles as our forefathers, for we are, and perhaps more so, but the 
manufacturing pharmacists have centralized this' part of the business, 
making it possible for the pharmacist to buy standardized and assayed 
preparations almost as cheap as he could make them, and by the volume 
of business 'done by the manufacturers it enables them to be much better 
equipped for such manufacture than the average pharmacist could possi- 
bly be; furthermore, by allowing the manufacturer to look after this 
branch of the business, it allows the proprietor of the pharmacy to devote 
his attention to the front of the store (the place he is most needed) 
besides saves the salary of one or more high salaried clerks, which saving 
will more than overbalance the manufacturer's profit on the preparations 
we -purchase of them. Now since most of the particular and prosperous 
pharmacists are patronizing the manufacturer, there are a great many 
who claim that the pharmacy of the present day has evolved into a com- 
mercial business strictly, which I am not willing to admit, for I still, and 
intend as long as' I remain in the business, to conduct my prescription 
department along ethical lines, never allowing competition to get behind 
my prescription case. I must admit, however, that I am in favor of 
commercializing the front of the store as much as possible, and why nott 
, We have to pay the same rent, the same privilege tax, and put in the 
same number of hours, so why should we not add to our shelves' such 
articles of commerce as we are justified in carrying? 

The dry goods store has branched oi\t to such an extent that it is im- 
possible to know what to name it, the hardware store has developed into 
a junk shop, and some doctors' offices have developed into a drug store. 

It is a well known fact that if a pharmacist should try and conduct his 
business strictly along ethical lines, he would not be bothered with it 
very long, for the high sheriff would soon have an inning, then the 
coroner, then the undertaker, for he would be a dead one, and I am 
afraid we would be able to inscribe on his monument, what a Jew did 
on a shaft down in Texas, '*A friend of mine had a splendid formula 
for an ague cure but had no money, so he took into partnership with 
him a hustling Jew who had a few hundred dollars. .My friend was to 
stay in New Orleans and make ** West's Celebrated Ague Cure," and 
the Jew was to be the salesman, he being a versatile artist, could paint 
signs, etc., so he went through Louisiana and Texas' painting signs and 
selling the nostrum right and left. While riding along a road in Texas 
one day he came to a family grave yard, there was a fine tall shaft 
erected over the grave of a man, the Jew being quick to see a good thing. 
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got out with his black paint and brush and painted on the shaft, ''This 
man would not be here now, if he had used West's Celebrated Ague 
Tonic." The family sued the company and my friend told me that the 
courts had never quit allowing damages. So we can easily inscribe on 
the monument of our brother who is strictly ethical, ''This man would 
not be here now if he had not been so ethical." 

"'I am sorry to say I am not personally acquainted with many Brother 
Pharmacists who are getting rich, even though we have commercialized 
the business, and know of none that are in the businesB because of his 
particular fondness for it, so if it resolves itself down to the unveneered 
fact that we are in it for the money there is in it, why not exert our- 
^Ives to get all out of it there is in it, ETHICAL or not ETHICAL t 



POST CARDS AS A SIDE LINE ; THEIR RELATION TO THE 

DRUG STORE. 

BY H. E. mason. 

Post cards are one of the best if not the best side line to a drug store. 

In the first place, nothing pays a better profit to the amount invested 
than do postcards. And again, they are so easily handled, very little 
time and trouble being required to sell them. They should be displayed 
on suitable racks, showing every different kind, so that Yiustomers can 
easily make their selections. 

People naturally go to a drug store for stationery anyhow, and so the 
druggist can control the post card business if he will give it but jusl a 
little attention. Different kinds of cards' may be handled, but local views 
are the best because they sell better and bear a better profit. A nice 
local view card can be bought in 500 lots at 65 cents per 100 and can 
be readily sold at 3 cents each or two for 5 cents, giving a profit of 300 
to 350' per cent. Any town can get up a good selection of local views, 
such as the court house, churches, main streets, falls, springs, etc. 
Druggists should have their cards printed with themselves as publishers, 
as this serves as quite an advertisement to the druggist, as many people 
to whom cards are sent will call to buy cards themselves when possibly 
they have not before been customers of yours. This then gives you a 
chance to interest them in your general line, and thus a new customer 
may be gained. 

Again, every town has* its visitors all during the year, and a druggist 
wants to get acquainted with all new comers as soon as possible. When 
a visitor reaches town they will at once send a card back home, pre- 
ferring most always to use a local view card, ahd thus get you in touch 
with all new comers at once, and should they need any drugs while in 
town they will remember the druggist where they procured the post card 
and thus he will stand a chance to get his trade. So it will be seen that 
t>ost cards should be handled by druggists, not only for the profit made 
on the cards themselves, but also for the trade brought in other lines. 
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When cards are sold they should always be placed in an envelope pre- 
pared for the purpose, in which you will place a circular calling attention 
to your store. 

Another important reason why the druggist should handle post cards, 
is, that if they are properly arranged, in an attractive manner, the at- 
tractiveness will draw the attention of passers by who possibly have no 
intention of buying a card but will come in to see the display and will 
possibly buy something else that he would not have bought or thought of 
stopping to get had it not been for the attractiveness of the display. 
Thus it can be seen that the druggist should keep his stock clean and 
attractive. 

Keep your stock up-to-date and well arranged, and you will And it 
very profitable. 



PATENT MEDICINES vs. SIDE LINE, OR WHAT SHALL 

THE DRUGGflSTS DO TO COUNTERACT THE LOSS 

OF PATENT MEDICINE SALES.

Patent medicines have been a part of the retail drug business in this 
country so long, it is useless to think of running a drug business without 
them. ^ 

A few years ago quite a wave of antagonism in the bpirit of reform 
swept over the entire country against patent medicines, and for. a while 
th^ sale was considerably reduced, and while some of the remedies are 
not enjoying their former popularity, new remedies have sprung up into 
prominence to the extent of even increasing the former volume of patent 
medicine sales. 

Every age has its popular remedies, and so long as humanity has ills 
there will be a demand for a remedy for same, and the remedy that is 
given the most publicity will find the greatest sale. 

Patent medicines represent created business, and the remedies that are 
constantly kept before the public are the remedies that you and I should 
push and sell, for they are no strangers to our customers and the re- 
sponsibility does not then rest altogether upon the salesman, whereas if 
you persuade a friend to take an unknown remedy you assume the re- 
sponsibility of the results, which often reacts upon you. 

The patent medicine sharks are perhaps the most dangerous enemies 
to the retail drug business; these promoters of some new remedy come to 
us making the most flattering propositions, we accept their statement 
and sign up their proposition for a gross or more and after it is too late 
discover that they have no financial rating or moral standing and you 
are a victim of some notorious Murphy with a **Bromonoa" scheme or 
Chicago nameless Dutchman with a lot of **Make Man Tablets." It 
takes a good many honest sales to overcome the loss by such deals as 
these. 
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But all promoters are not fakes and it is but little trouble if you will 
only take the time, to discern between the good and the bad. If we 
would make it a universal rule in all our transactions to require every 
man who comes to us with a proposition to have with him the proper 
credentials and letters of credit even before we give him an audience, and 
with this protection we can accept or reject the proposition. 

It is very important to carry a limited assortment of the patents that 
are advertised, and it is a pretty good rule to avoid buying quantities^ 
for old goods on your shelves are as detractive as old clothes on your 
back, but keep in mind to push the goods for the fellow who is doing his 
dead level best to push the goods for us, and then we will And the patent 
medicii^es have done a good share in producing the year's surplus. 



WHAT ARE THE BEST METHODS OF ADVANCING PHAR- 
MACY IN STATE OF TENNESSEE.

First, membership in the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association; sec- 
ondly, become a member of the American Pharmaceutical Association; 
thirdly, form an association in your own town; fourthly, attend these 
meetings as if you were a director in a moneyed corporation. 

First we will take up membership in your own State Association. It 
evolves upon ourselves to become upright citizens by a strict observance 
of the laws and strive to have such enactment as will meet with the 
approval of the citizens of our State and community, and at the same 
time to promote and promulgate such laws as will be of benefit to our- 
selves, without the discussion of such matters as will lead up to these 
conditions and having the expressions of varied minds, we would soon 
become circumscribed and selfish in our own wants. 

At our State meetings we gather and have the opportunity to discuss 
such matters openly and frankly, and by the expressions of the majority 
arrive at such conclusions as will enable us to execute the wishes of the 
majority of the body, or at least attempt it. 

Throughout the entire United States every assemblage of the legis- 
lative bodies the druggists have to contend against the introduction of 
some bill which is detrimental to the welfare of his business, and unless 
his contentions are backed by the expression of his State Association, 
the individual complaint amounts to but very little. The State Associa- 
tion endeavors by its committees and individual members to exert every 
effort to defeat such measures as are detrimental to the druggist, but, 
unless we caiji get concerted action by attending the annual meeting of 
our State Association little can be accomplished. 

Secondly, membership in the American Pharmaceutical Association is 
almost imperative to the advancement of the progressive pharmacist, 
whereas we discuss in our own meetings the commercial sides of out 
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profits, in the American Pharmaceutical Association we are brought in 
contact with the brightest minds of the entire pharmaceutical profession, 
the chemist, the botanist, the younger minds as well as the sages, every 
moment the time is one of learning, the latest achievements in science, 
the errorer of other theories perhaps which we have learned in our earlier 
lives arc corrected, the makers of the text book, the U. S. P., our recog- 
nized authority for guidance in the manufacture of standard prepara- 
tions and of international repute, we see and hear discussed matters of 
the greatest importance to the pharmacist. 

' It does one good to attend these meetings and if he is interested in his 
profession to drink in the knowledge that is so freely dispensed by these 
learned men. 

Thirdly, form an association in your own town or city. Unfortunately 
for the retail pharmacist he is so closely confined within the four walls 
of his own store that he soon becgmes' very much set in his ideas and 
views and does not go out enough or associate with his competitors for 
fear that some trap may be set for his engulfment. 

Now, gentlemen, let me say at this time, that all are not guilty of 
improper conduct until they are proven so, all are not bad until they are 
proven good, all are not dishonest in principle until they are proven 
true; but, let us go back when we were boys and knelt at that sainted 
knee and learned to forgive our trei^passers, let us feel that our competi- 
tors are of the human race, and feel towards each other that they are 
our brothers in the great race of life, that though they may defeat us in 
the success that they attain financially, still they have the same charit- 
able feeling of wanting to aid as we have, and by selecting one night in 
each week to meet at some selected room or in each other's home, and 
discuss the best means of moving forward in the battle of success, let us 
take time to side tratjk business matters and enjoy a part of the evening 
in social discourses and a pleasant game of cards and soothe the turbulent 
past with a comforting cigar. 

Until we can have confidence in each other, until we can feel that the 
same motive impels us that does our neighbor, until we can look upon 
the human side of life and interest others in our. behalf, and demonstrate 
that we are striving to accomplish the good results that our profession 
demands, so long will the pharmacist bury his ability and usefulness in 
the confines of his store, and allow the greed for financial success to 
smother the finer feelings of humanity that we may have. 

Therefore I do not hesitate to say that the best method of advancement 
of pharmacy is to get together as frequently as time will permit, discuss 
our aims and advance ideas that may then or at some future time crys- 
tallize into methods that will bring the proper results that we aim and 
strive for. 

Let us act in unison in advancing the welfare of each other, let us 
get together and understand each other, let it be mutually understood 
that what concerns one, concerns each other, let us protect each other in 
prices, -in the financial standing of the integrity of our credit customers 
and have confidence in each other. 
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So long as we are prospering, so long will we be mo.re deeply interested 
in our business, let us merit our success by demonstration of our ability 
to furnish the physician with the necessary remedies to battle against 
diseases, let u&' court his friendship and good will, demonstrate to him 
that the products of 'your laboratory are equal to the manufactured 
products of any house, get him interested in your own preparations and 
the result will be a greater interest in the ethical line of your business. 

So after all it narrows down to the point of amalgamation of one's 
self with his fellow man and the concentration of thoughts* to live and 
let live, for in the shadows of the evening the hardest toiler with his few 
shelves of goods, may advance from his store house of thought and ex- 
perience some idea that far outreaches any promulgated by ourselves, 
and that in years to come will be brought forward by other myids' and 
lend a bright ray to be developed into a searchlight of blessing to .the 
suffering of humanity. Do not discourage the small and weak ones, but 
bring them into the fold and nourish them with thoughts of ourselves 
and those of brighter minds. Large oaks from little acorns grow, little 
drops of water form the mighty ocean^ little sunds form the mighty 
shores. 

Let us look upon the game of life with a desire of peaceful enjoyment 
' and equality, a desire for eternal justice, which the laws have been en- 
graved, not upon marble, but upon the hearts of all mankind, a state of 
things, wherein all base and cruel passions shall be enchained, all gen- 
erous and benefident passions awakened, where ambition shall be the 
desire of glory, and glory the desire of serving the suffering. Let us 
divide the love of money for the love of mankind, and good society, not 
merit for intrigue, not genius for cleverness, not truth for splendor, nor 
the charm of happiness for the ennui of voluptousness. 

I rest here by saying that the best method of advancing pharmacy in 
Tennessee or any other State is the love and respect of your fellow 
druggist, and your obligation to the public to protect the flickering spark 
of life, by being competent and up-to-date in your profession, and having 
about you only competent men, and dispensing such remedies as are 
needed that you know are standard and will give results expected by the 
physician. 



DOES THE PHARMACIST, AS A RULE, READ ENOUGH OF 

CURRENT LITERATURE TO KEEP HIM FULLY 

ABREAST OF THE TIMES.

In the beginning I will say No, and will give some few reasons for 
taking such a stand. 

In the first place, it matters not how competent a man may be, in his 
daily struggles in the business, he can't retain all that he has ever read, 
but he by occasionally reading over these pharmaceutical journals', has 
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his mind refreshed on things that are lying dormant^ and they, by being 
in that state are of no practical use to any one; whereas, by only spend- 
ing a few moments reading these useful facts, they not only profit the 
reader, but the customer as well, by being refreshed to his memory, and 
therefore ready for usefulness. 

Again we profit by the experience of others. Sometimes we see in a 
journal where some one has made a mistake, and we note with care the 
cause of his misfortune, and this not only may give us information, but 
causes us to be all the more careful. 

We need a careful survey of the needs of greater uniformity and better 
protection to the retail druggist. 

We should compare our needs with our fellow druggist, and the best 
way to get this comparison is possibly best gotten through pharmaceutical 
journals. 

Again, it is good for us to get together for the benefit of laws. Some 
laws impose greatly upon our rights, for instance, **The Stamp Law," 
and if we keep closely in touch with our current pharmaceutical liter- 
ature, we can express our likes or dislikes, and have them published, an%1 
this though a feeble means may help us to accomplish some good end. 

When you see a druggist that is content with what he knows, and does 
not try to keep himself well posted for the benefit and protection of his 
customer, you had just as' well say there is a man that is not progressive 
and is leaving as he calls it ''well enough alone," and in a careful study 
of his case, we may conclude the reason of his non-progressive state one- 
of the three reasons: He may have all the money he wants, or he may 
not be capable of qualifying himself, and last but not least, he may not 
keep closely in touch with his books and read enough current pharma* 
ceutical literature to keep him fully abreast of the times. 

Fraternally speaking, we are but one, and by keeping in touch we see 
what our brothers in pharmacy are doing and as we watch their progress 
we are stimulated ourselves to go a step higher. 



DOES IT PAY TO GIVE YOUR CLERK A PERCENTAGE OF 
THE VOLUME OF BUSINESS DONE ?

In discussing this question I believe I can do so with justice to both 
proprietor and clerk, having served a number of years in both capacities 
myself. In the beginning I will take the affirmative side of the question: 
A clerk, in order to be a valuable one, must manifest a real interest in 
the welfare of the business where he is engaged. It has been said that 
' ' very few hired men take any real, personal interest in their employers * 
aim and work." If the employer does not, as it were, stand over them 
constantly to direct and push and watch, both the quantity and quality 
of the work will suffer, and to leave things in hired hands is a short cut 
to loss and failure. 
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Once in a while there is a man who has true interest in his master ^9 
interests, and works from the heart and seems to know his employer's 
mind. Such a servant is worth **gold," but this kind of a servant is 
hard to find. 

Much advice is being given the clerk through the drug journals* of to- 
day, telling him what to do and what not to do. They are being told 
how that they should do fifty dollars' worth of work every month when 
they are getting only twenty-five dollars for the service rendered. This 
may be good advice, but it is hard for most clerks to see the point. It 
is true that a clerk should not try to do just the amount of work he is 
being paid for, and no more, but on the other hand, the proprietor should 
not expect his clerk to do twice as much work as he is paying him for. 
It is very hard for some proprietors to keep a clerk on this account. Both 
proprietor and clerk should have a real interest in the welfare of the 
other. 

Many clerks become negligent and unconcerned about their work, 
especially when the proprietor is not around. I have often heard people 
say that they would trade at Mr. A's store, but he is hardly ever there 
himself and I have to trade with his clerk and I don't like him at all, for 
he never takes' any interest in showing me anything and seems to not 
care whether I buy or not. 

By giving your clerk a percentage on the volume of business done, if 
he is worth having at all, he will always take an interest in your busi- 
ness whether you are present or not. He will always take more delight 
in showing you his goods and will try harder to make a sale, knowing that 
it will be extra money to himself, and in addition to this it will encour- 
age him to keep his* stock in better shape, knowing that an attractive 
store draws custom. I believe this extra pre cent would be money well 
spent for any business. 



SHOULD THE COUNTRY STORE KEEPER BE COM- 
PELLED TO SELL COMMONLY USED DRUGS 
IN ORIGINAL PACKAGES ONLY.

In the first place, I would state that I do not believe that the country 
store-keeper should be permitted to sell any drugs at all, in any way, 
unless, of course, that he be a registered pharmacist, because the druggist 
is compelled to spend much time and money preparing himself so that he 
can sell drugs and is bound down by a whole code of laws in their sale, 
and is therefore entitled to the sale of all drugs. But if the country 
merchant is permitted to sell drugs at all, then he certainly should be 
coifipelled to sell them in original packages only. 

Different reasons might be given, but I think it sufficient to call atten- 
tion to only one: This is necessary as a safeguard to the general public. 
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The country merchant generally has very little or no knowledge of drugB, 
and of course is very liable to make BY>me serious mistake if allowed to 
dispense them as he pleases. 

Again, he is not surrounded by pharmacy laws as is the druggist, and 
BO is liable to be more careless in his' sales. He usually does not keep 
drugs properly labeled and most always goes by sight in selling them, 
and thus many mistakes are made. I will mention one mistake coming 
under my observation a few days ago. A farmer brought a package into 
my store for my examination which proved to be lump borax but which 
he had bought from a country merchant for salt-peter. This mistake 
caused the loss of a very fine mare and colt to the farmer. Other mis- 
takes of a more serious nature might result, as for instance the sale of 
salicylic acid for quinine sulphate, which is very liable to be done as the 
two resemble very much and both of which are commonly used drugs'. 
And other similar things might be named. 

Other reasons might be mentioned, but I think this reason alone is 
sufficient to show why country merchants should be required to sell in 
original packages only, if permitted to sell drugs at all, as' thereby the 
danger of making a serious mistake would be greatly lessened. 



HOW MAY THE ATTENDANCE OF LOCAL AND STATE 

MEETINGS BE INCREASED.

To handle this subject requires but a very short outlay of brains or 
paper if we but half way inclined to be incredulous of the remarks that 
we hear detrimental of each other. 

No adjustment of finer feelings and the regard we would have others 
express towards us can be amalgamated into true friendship and belief in 
others until we can search out our own defects and apply the proper 
remedy.

I think the great mistakes made in local associations are, first, the 
gathering of our members to discuss matters of business only, when the 
day's work is over and the thoughts of rest in all of its magnificence, 
grandeur and ease flits before and in our tired brains we naturally inherit

the desire for the quiet repose of home^ the thought of dragging ourselves * 
but to some drug meeting to hear and have discussed possibly theories on 
methods which possibly we are familiar with, appeals to us with very 
little enthusiasm, and the consequence is our tired frames and minds seek 
the comfort of other fields for diversity. 

Now let us look at the question from another view. Suppose that we 
have one evening a week or every two weeks set apart for our regular 
meetings, and we have decided that after the duties of the association 
work is over that we gather the greater part of our happiness, our wives, 
sweethearts', or friends, and indulge in a good happy frolicking time, let 
us go to the parks, take a trolley ride, moving picture show, dance, cards^ 
or some other harmless amusement, all in a happy crowd, see the rest it 
gives you, mind free from irksome toils of business, and cares* of the day, 
why it is the greatest sport in the world, all hands around, swing your 
comers, salute your partner, and make a bow, get out of the idea that 
there is nothing in life for us but drudgery, why, gentlemen, the birds 
of the air have their assemblages, and warble forth their songs inviting 
us to their open air musicales, the chicket chirps both summer and 
winter that we may hear his voice and see how happy they are and lend 
their music to make merry, at evening tide the tinkle of the cow bells 
are heard and are ready to come home to join in the reunion, the bleat 
of the sheep is heard on the hill side sounding his welcome note to the- 
shepherd that the day is over. 

Let US' learn to turn misery into happiness, as the Western sky changes 
from its azure blue into myriads of colors that delight the eye, as the 
storm tossed clouds give way to the silver lining and the sun throws out 
its golden rays over a harvest of workmen, all to gladden the hearts of 
man. 

Now let us at our local meetings take into consideration that all cannot 
be situated alike, let us take special delight and pains to take the unas- 
suming, the bashful, and the ones whom we feel the burden of life rest 
heaviest on, and make a special effort to see that he engages in our sports 
and exercises, and we will soon feel that the light we have thrown into 
his tired and burdened soul will not only improve him, but will add to 
our own happiness and increase our efforts to reach to others in the 
same line. 

As to our State meetings they can be increased by every druggist mak- 
ing a committee of himself and interesting his fellow druggists in the 
necessity of banding together in one body and coming for trial to our 
meetings. 

At our State meetings let there be no division of the pleasures accorded 
to any one set, a defect at some meetings are just these facts, that when 
a stranger to our meetings comes the first time the impression is' not 
made upon him that he is going to, and must have a good time, let there 
be no feeling that any one is not entitled to the fullest extent of making 
an active part in all of the features of the programme, and that there 
is no such thing or feeling that the Association is being run by a clique, 
as I heard recently expressed by a druggist in another State. Every 
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• one has a constitutional right to express his opinion, and let all take a 
hand and have a voiee in what he may deem of interest in the work of 
the Association regardless of the programme as it is made after the regu- 
lar business sessions are closed. 

In closing I want to say that the greatest detriment to the vitality of 
any association is the little feeling of jealousy that exists in every ham- 
let, town and city, and I here take the opportunity to challenge any one 
to contradict the statement that if not 90 per cent of our own hardships 
and failures in life is not on account of not being brave enough to go 
to our competitors and if he is reticent to throw down the glove of 
friendship and challenge him to accept the invitation, to let the spectres 
that haunt us in our waking thoughts, the crossing of the imaginary 
bridges of prejudice, and the absolute want of confidence be banished 
and take up the warm hand of friendship in ours and as David and 
Jonathan swear to protect and help each other, let the dart go beyond 
the rock as a token that we are going to get together and organize both 
local and State associations that will be of mutual advantage to each 
other. Every town and hamlet organize, if but two, attend your meet- 
ings with a feeling that we are helping each other, extending to each 
other the best we have in stock, let these petty feelings of discontent be 
wrung from the grasp of the vampire of distrust, and see the result in 
a year. 

The cold proposition of gain does not always appeal to our finer and 
more considerate nature as the only means of happiness. I would rather 
go into the streets and with a kindly hand stroke the untangled hair of 
the noisy ^^Newsie" and say a kind word and watch the appreciative 
expression from those eyes that long for a look of kindness, than to wear 
the monarch's crown and feel that by power I was able to hold in sub- 
jection countless millions. 

Power, after all, is what the nature of mankind craves for, but not 
that power that can subdue with terror and in return receive hatred for 
our reward, power that can attact us to our fellow man, and in return 
receive his good will and affection is what we want, help those who are 
trying in a manly way to help themselves, in their long tedious hours of 
work and confinement let us reach out our hands to them and try and 
make life more bearable and happier, by words of encouragement and 
acts more charitable, let us get together and talk over our differences and 
troubles of the day, and so improve the past that a bnghter future will 
await us both. 

Competition is said to be the keynote of success, but do not let us 
take our means financially and possibly our superior educational qualifi- 
cation to crush the weaker competitor and justly deserve his enmity. 

In summarizing this entire paper I could have said it in fewer word^, 
but not with the same emphasis. 

DO UNTO OTHERS AS YOU WOULD HAVE THEM DO UNTO YOU. 
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THE PHABMACIST AND HIS TOOLS.

Tools are the implements with which the work of any special profes- 
sion, arty or calling is accomplished. Each calling has its own kind of 
tools peculiar to the work to be done/ and the members thereof are badly 
handicapped unless they are supplied with up-to-date tools with which to 
perform their labors. 

''Books" are the lawyer's tools, and his work shop is not complete 
unless he has Blackstone, The Digest, different codes and a general refer* 
ence library that he may look up passages of law covering the different 
points in his case and cite precedents and rulings, in similar cases, pre- 
viously decided by the courts, without which his work would be much 
more tedious and complicated. 

The surgeon calls his tools * ' Instruments, ' ' and they consist of scalpels, 
saws, forceps, etc. The doctor could cut off a leg or an arm with a 
butcher knife and a meat saw, but most of them now days are provided 
with tools better suited for that kind of work^ not many of us care to 
fall in his hands, but if we must, we most ceitainly want to know that he 
is provided with a much better kit of tools. 

The carpenter builds our houses, he has a kit consisting of saws of 
different kinds, chisels, hammers, planes, etc. He might be able to build 
a house with a cross-cut saw, an axe and a drawing knife, but there are 
not many of us who would give him a contract, if we knew they were the 
only contents of his tool'chest. He could do his work with so much less 
cost and labor to himself, and with much better satisfaction to his cus- 
tomer, if he used good sharp planes, saws, chisels, and other up-to-date 
tools, and so it is with every calling. 

The farmer, the painter, the artist, and even the pharmacist, which we 
now come to, has his own special tools which he calls apparatuses, and he 
could get along with a spatula, a pill tile and two or three old prescrip- 
tion bottles or graduates, holding approximately, from one to four ounces, 
but he can do his work so much more scientifically and accurately, with 
so much less labor, cost and worry to himself, with* less danger and much 
greater benefit to his customers, if, in his laboratory and at his prescrip- 
tion counter, he has a nice assortment of first-class, accurate apparatuses, 
consisting of grad#ated flasks from 100 c.c. to 1000 c.c, graduated meas- 
ured, good cone shape, in both systems, but not the Duplex, that is with 
both systems on the same measure, your measures in the old system should 
run from 1-oz. (g&duated to minims) up to 32-oz. For instance: 1-oz., 
4-oz., 8-oz., 16-oz. and 32-oz. In the metric, 15 c.c. (graduated down to 
1 c.c.) 250 c.c, 1000 c.c. These are mere suggestions of sizes the writer 
has found best suited for general work in the retail store, as used in 
manufacturing and dispensing. Of course, if you can afford other sizes, 
they add to dispatch and convenience in your work. 

About three pairs of good balances should be in every pharmacy, one 
for merchandise and heavy weights in manufacturing, a more delicate 
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and accurate pair for weighing quantities from one drachm to three or 
four ounces, then a good pair of prescription scales, sensitive to about 
1-10 of a grain, to weigh accurately from one dram down to*% grain. 
And now as to weights, I would recommend a set of averdupoise from 
%-oz. to 2 pounds, a cup of troy from one dram to 8-ozs., a set of metric 
from 1 gram to 1000 grams. All should be of brass and the averdupoise 
and metric should be in blocks with a hole bored for each separate weight, 
and they should be cleaned and rubbed up with great regularity. Be- 
sides these for special use at the prescription counter, should be a set of 
brass coin weights from 10 grains to 2 drams, one set aluminum wire 
weights, from % grain to 5 grains, and a set of metric weights from 1 
centigram to ^i gram. 

With an outfit like this of weights, measures and balances, the phar- 
macist would be prepared to do anything in the way of manufacturing, 
dispensing or testing, that might come up in his store or laboratory work. 
Then besides these there should be percolators, cylindrical and conical, 
the Oldberg, I consider the best cylindrical, then the ordinary conical, of 
sizes suitable to the requirements of the business* done, from one pint to 
two gallons, then funnels whose sides should slope at an agle of 65 de- 
grees, as this degree gives greatest strength to the paper and rapidity 
to the flow of filtrate. Then there should be test tubes, evaporating 
dishes, water bath, mortars and pestles, sand bath, chemical thermome- 
ters, — retort stands with three or four rings, spatulas, pill tiles, and don't 
forget the Pharmacopoeia and National Formulary. I have heard that 
some of the druggists of our State do not have many of these tools in 
their shops. Let us hope there is not a pharmacist in Tennessee who does 
not possess all of them. 

There is a difference between a druggist and a pharmacist, almost any 
person can be a druggist. Our Pure Food and Drug Inspector (Dr. 
Lucius P. Brown) in talking to the writer one day, said that one of his 
professors, when he was attending chemical lectures, used to say to the 
boys when they did their work in a slip-shod, slovenly, inaccurate manner, 
* ' Now, boys, you are working like druggists. ' ' He didn 't say this about 
pharmacists. Now let us all get out of the druggist class just as soon 
as possible and join tHe pharmacists. Let us get the most accurate and 
up-to-date set of tools that can be had, the cost for such as you haven't 
already in stock will probably not exceed $25.00, if that amount. They 
need not all be bought at once, if you do not feel that you have the 
money to spare at one time, spread it over six months or a year, but in 
getting them, be careful to buy only the best and most accurate for many 
of the weights and graduates on the market are cheap, incorrect, ana 
consequently no better than the prescription bottles, when it comes to 
accuracy. The writer recently had occasion to test some and found three 
out of six not right. 

As the cause for such a lengthy paper on this subject, I will state 
that I was approached by our State Drug Inspector, Dr. L. J. Desha, 
who said in his work over the State he found that many of the graduates 
used by the druggists were not correct, and the falling below the standard

of some of the preparation^ examined might possibly be attributed to in- 
accurate measurements. He said he would possibly read a paper on the 
subject and requested that I do the same. The writer has always advo- 
cated and stood for high standards in pharmacy and is willing to do 
anything in his power to help in advancing the cause. 

Let us hope that every members of the profession in the State will 
become a member of this Association, join the A. Ph. A. and get out of 
the druggist class into that of the pharmacist's. Let us remember that 
dilute Fluid Extracts* are not Tinctures and will not meet the require- 
ments of the Pure Food and Drug Law, but let us adopt the Pharma- 
copoeia and National Formulary as pur standard, get the tools for work- 
ing and testing the preparations and drugs as recommended therein, and 
we will have fewer requests from the ''drug inspection office" to call 
on such a date and show cause why judgment should not be entered and 
fines asBessed in such and such causes.

ARTICLE I.

Chemists, pharmaceutical journalists, and scientific 
men may be elected honorary members, who shall not be re- 
quired to contribute to the funds of the Association or be enti- 
tled to vote or hold office. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. The officers of the Association shall be a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-Presidents (one to be selected from each di- 
vision of the State), a Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall 
constitute the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. All the officers shall be elected finnually by ballot, 
and hold office for one year, or until their successors are elected 
and installed. 

Sec. 3. Their duties shall be such as usually pertain to the 
office which they severally hold. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall disburse no moneys except by 
order of the President, attested by the Secretary. 
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BY-LAWS. 



ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The meetings of the Association shall be held an- 
nually on the second Tuesday in July.

They shall report at each an- 
nual meeting of the Association what legislation has occurred 
during the year on such subjects and recommend such further 
legislation as may be needed. This committee shall consist of 
two members of the Board and three members of the Associa- 
tion.

(AS AMENDED MARCH 17, 1897.) 



AN ACT to establish a State Board of Pharmacy, and to regu- 
late the Practice of Pharmacy; the Sale of Poisons, and to 
Prohibit the Adulteration of Drugs in the State 6f Tennessee. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That from and after the passage of this Act it shall be un- 
lawful for any person, not a registered pharmacist within the meaning of 
ibis Act, to open or conduct any pharmacy or any. retail drug or chemical 
store as proprietor thereof, unless he shall have in his employ and place 
in charge Of such a pharmacy or retail drug or chemical store a registered 
pharmacist within the meaning of this Act, who shall have the super- 
vision and management of that part of the business requiring a pharma^ 
ceutical skill and knowledge, or to engage in the occupation of com- 
panding or dispensing medicines on prescriptions of . physicians, or of 
selling at retail for medical purposes any drugs, chemicals, poisons, or 
pharmaceutical preparations within this State until he has complied with 
the provisions of this Act; provided, that nothing in this section shall 
apply to or in any manner interfere with the business of any physician, 
or prevent him supplying to his patients such articles as may seem to 
him proper, or with the making of patent or proprietary medicines; or 
with the selling by any store of copperas, camphor, borax, blue stone, 
saltpeter, sulphur, brimstone, licorice, sage, quinine, juniper berries, sennH 
leaves, castor oil, spirits of - turpentine^ sweet oil, glycerine, Glauber's 
salts, Epsom salts, cream of tartar, bicarbonate of sodium; and of such 
domestic remedies as paregoric, essence of peppermint, essence of cinna- 
mon j essence of ginger, hive syrup, syrup of ipecac, tincture of arnica, 
syrup of tolu, syrup of squills, spirits of camphor, number six, sweet 
spirits of niter, compound cathartic pills, and other similar preparations 
when compounded by a regular pharmacist and put up in bottles and 
boxes bearing the label of such pharmacist or wholesale druggist, with 
the name of the article, and directions for its use on each bottle or box; 
or with the exclusively wholesale business of any dealer. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee of the Tennessee State Druggists' 
Association shall immediately upon the passage of this Act, submit to 
the Governor the names of ten persons, residents of this State, who have 
had ten years' experience as pharmacists and druggists, and from the 
names submitted to him the Governor may select and appoint five persons 
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who shall constitute a Board to be styled the * ' Tennessee Board of Phar- 
maey/' and any member of the Board may be removed by the Governor 
for good eause shown him. One member of said Board shall be appointed 
and Jiold office for one year, one for two years, one for three years, one 
for four years and one for five y^ars, and until their successors shall be 
appointed and qualified; and at its regular annual meeting in each and 
every year thereafter the said Tennessee State Druggists' Association 
shall select and submit to the Governor the^ names of five persons, with 
the qualification hereinbefore mentioned, and the Governor shall select 
and appoint from the names so submitted, or other qualified persons, one 
member of said Board, who shall hold his office for five years', and until 
his successor shall have been appointed an dqualified. Any vacancy that 
may occur in said Board shall be filled for the unexpired term by the 
Governor, upon the recommendation of the remaining members of the 
Board. Each member of the Board shall, within ten days after his ap- 
pointment, take and subscribe to an oath or affirmation, before a com- 
petent officer^ to faithfully and impartially perform the duties of his 
office. 

Sec. 3. The Tennessee Board of Pharmacy shall hold one regular 
meeting each year at Nashville, and such additional meetings at sueh 
times and places as may be determined upon by said Board, at each of 
which meetings it shall transact such business as is required by law. 
Said Board shall make such rules, by-laws, and regulations as may be 
necessary for the proper discharge of its duties; and shall make a report 
of proceedings, including an itemized account of all moneys received 
and expended by said Board, pursuant to this Act, and a list of the names 
of all the pharmacists duly registered under this Act, to the Secretary of 
State on or before the 15th day of November, 1893, and annually there-« 
after, and to the Tennessee State Druggists' Association. Said Board 
shall keep a book of registration open at some place in Nashville, of 
which due notice shall be given in three or more newspapers of general 
circulation in the State, in which the name and place of business of every 
person duly qualified under this Act to conduct or engage in the business 
mentioned and described in Section 1 shall* be registered. Every person 
now conducting or engaged in such business in this State, as proprietor 
or manager of the same, or who, being of the age of twenty-one years,- 
has' been employed or engaged for five years preceding the passage of 
this Act as an assistant in any retail drug store in the United States in 
the compounding and dispensing of medicines on the prescriptions of 
physicians who shall furnish satisfactory evidence in writing and under 
oath of such facts within three months after the publication of such 
notice, shall be registered as a pharmacist without examination. Every 
person who has attained the age of eighteen years, and who has been 
continually engaged in the United States for three years prior to the 
passage of this Act, who shall present satisfactory evidence of the same 
within three months after the publication of said notice shall be regis^ 
tered as an assistant pharmacist without examination. Every pers'on who 
shall desire hereafter to conduct or engage in such business in the State 
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flball appear before said Board and be registered, within ten days after 
receiving a certificate of competency and qualification of said Board. 
The sdid Board shall demand and receive from each person registered as 
a pharmacist a fee of not exceeding $2, and for a certificate as assistant 
pharmacist a fee of not exceeding $1, to be applied to the payment of 
expenses arising under the provisions of this Act. Every registered phar- 
macist or assistant pharmacist who desires to continue the practice of 
his profession shall annually thereafter during the time he shall continue 
in such practice, on such date as the Board may deterniine, pay to the 
secretary of said Board a registration fee, to be fixed by said Board, but 
which shall in no case exceed, if a pharmacist, $1 ; if assistant pharmacist, 
60 cents; for which he shall receive a renewal of said registration. Every 
certificate of registration granted under this Act shall be conspicuously 
exposed in the drug or chemical store to which it applies, or in which the 
assistant is engaged. The Secretary of said Board shall receive a salary, 
which shall be fixed by the Board; he shall also receive his traveling and 
other expenses incurred in the performance of his official duties. The 
other members of said Board shall receive the sum of $5 for each day 
actually engaged in the service thereof, and all legitimate and necessary 
expenses incurred in attending the meetings of said Board. Said salary, 
per diem, and expenses shall be paid, after an itemized statement of the 
same has been rendered and approved by the Board, from the fees and 
penalties received by said Board under the provisions* of this Act. All 
moneys received in excess of said per diem allowance and other expenses 
above provided for shall be held by the secretary as a special fund for 
meeting the expenses of said Board, he giving such bond as said Board 
may from time to time direct. It shall be the duty of every registered 
pharmacist or assistant pharmacist, upon changing his place of business 
from one town or another, or upon leaving the State, forthwith to notify 
by letter t-he secretary of the Board of Pharmacy of such change in loca- 
tion. It shall be the duty of every registered pharmacist or assistant 
pharmacist to notify by letter said secretary, on or before the 30th day 
of June of each year, whether he or she will continue the practice of 
pharmacy at registered place of business. The secretary of the Board 
shall notify by letter, to the address as appearing on his books, every 
registered pharmacist or assistant pharmacist who shall not have notified 
him as herein provided that renewal of registration is required; and in 
case an answer inclosing the necessary fees shall not be received by the 
secretary within thirty days from the date of such notice, such name 
shall be stricken from the register. 

Sec. 4. The Tennessee Board of Pharmacy shall examine every person 
Who shall desire to carry on or engage in the business of a retail apothe- 
cary or of retailing any drugs, medicines, chemicals, poisons, or pharma- 
ceutical preparations, or of compounding or dispensing the prescriptions 
of physicians as proprietor or manager, touching his competency and 
qualifications for that purpose; and upon a majority of the Board being 
satisfied of such qualifications, and upon the payment by the applicant 
bf an examination fee of $5, they shall furnish the person a certificate 
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of his oompeteney and qualification as a pharmacist, which certificate 
shall entitle the person therein named to carry on the basiness aforesaid 
as proprietor or manager thereof, npon complying with the requirements 
of Section 3; and such Board shall also examine each person who desires 
to engage in such business as assistant pharmacist, touching his compe^ 
teney and qualification, and upon such person passing a satisfactory ez- 
amination, and upon the payment by the applicant of an examination fee 
of $3, they shall furnish him a certificate setting forth that he is a quali- 
fied assistant in pharmacy, which certificate shall enable the person 
therein named to engage in said business as an assistant pharmacist upon 
his complying with Section 3. 

Sec. 5. The provisions of Section 4 shall not apply to any person 
engaged in the retail drug and apothecary business, as proprietor or 
manager of the same at the time of the passage of this Act, or who, 
being of the age of eighteen years, has been continuously employed or 
engaged for three years immediately preceding the passage of this Act 
as an assistant in any retail drug store in the United States, in the com- 
pounding or dispensing of medicines on the prescriptions' of physicians 
who have complied with the provisions of Section 3. 

Sec. 6. No person not a qualified assistant shall be allowed by the 
proprietor or manager of a retail drug or chemical store to compound or 
dispense the prescriptions of a physician, except as an aid under the 
supervision of a registered pharmacist or his qualified assistant. 

Sec. 7. A qualified assistant within the meaning of this Act shall be 
a clerk or an assistant in a retail drug or chemical store, who shall fur- 
nish to the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy such evidence of his employ- 
ment as required in Section 3, or a person holding a certificate of said 
Board as an assistant pharmacist, as provided by Section 4; but it shall 
be unlawful for an assistant pharmacist or qualified assistant to supervise 
or manage any pharmacy or retail drug or chemical store, or* to engage 
in the occupation of compounding or dispensing of medicines on the pre 
scriptions of physicians; or for selling at retail for medicinal purposes 
any drugs, chemicals, poisons, or pharmaceutical prepaiations, except 
when engaged or employed in a pharmacy, retail drug or chemical store, 
which is in charge of and under the supervision and management of a 
regular pharmacist. 

Sec. 8. Any person owning a pharmacy, retail drug or chemical store, 
who, in violation of the provisions of Section 1 of this Act, causes or 
permits the same to be conducted by a person not a teg^stered pharmacist, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum not less than $20 or more than $100, and that 
each week he shall cause or permit such pharmacy, retail drug or chemical 
store to be so conducted or managed shall constitute a separate and dis* 
tinct offense, and render him subject to a separate prosecution and pun* 
ishment therefor. A person violating the provisions of Section 3 relating 
to registration, or failing to conspicuously expose such certificate of 
registration shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic' 
tion thereof shall be fined in any sum not exceeding $50 for each and 
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every offense; and for the violation of Section 7 sueh assistant pharmacist 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor^ and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum nqt exceeding. $50 for each and every offense. 
AH fines assessed for the violation of any of the provisions of this Act 
shall be placed in the hands of the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy 
to meet the necessary and legitimate expenses of the .Tennessee ,Board of 
I^armacy; provided, that nothing in this Act shall be construed as to in 
liny way affect the right of any person to bring a civil action against any 
person referred to in this Act, or for any act or acts' for which a civil 
action may now be brought. It shall be the duty of the Tennessee Board 
of Pharmacy, upon application being made to said Board, to cause the 
prosecution . of any person or persons violating any of the provisions of 
this Act. 

Sec. 9. No person shall add to or remove from or cause to be added 
to or removed from any drug, chemical, or medical preparation, any in- 
gredient or material for the purpose of adulteration or substitution, or 
which shall deteriorate the quality, commercial value, or medicinal effect, 
or alter the nature or composition of such article; and no person shall 
knowingly or wilfully sell or offer for sale any such adulterated, altered 
or substituted, drug, chemical or medicinal preparation. A drug, chem- 
ical, or medicinal preparation shall be deemed to be adulterated within 
the meaning of this Act. * 

First — ^If, when sold under or by a name recognized in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, or subsequent edition thereof, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality, or purity laid down therein. 

Second — If, when sold under or by name not recognized by the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, or other standard work on materia medica, it 
differs materially from the standard of strength, quality or purity laid 
down in such work. 

Third — ^If its* strength, quality or purity falls below the professed 
standard under which it is sold, any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be fined not less than $20 nor more than $100 for each 
offense. > 

It shall be the duty of the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy to enforce the 
provisions of this section. 

Section 10. It shall not be lawful for any person to retail any poisonu 
enumerated in schedules A and B appended to this Act, unless, on in- 
quiry, it is found that the. purchaser is aware of its poisonous character, 
and that it is to be used for legitimate purpose; nor to sell poisons to 
any person under the age of sixteen years, except upon the written order 
of some responsible adult person. 

Nor shall it be lawful for any person to sell or deliver any of the 
poisons enumerated in said schedules A and B without first labeling the 
box, bottle, vessel or package containing such article with the common 
name of said poison, with the word ''poison," and the name and place 
of seller. Nor shall it be lawful for any person to sell any poison- men- 
tioned in schedule A without, before delivering the same to the pur

chaser, causing an entry to be made in a book kept for that purposei 
which book shall be open to the inspection of the proper authorities, 
stating date of sale, name and address of the purchaser, name and quan- 
tity of poison sold, and the name of the dispenser; but they are hereby 
exempted from the registration of the sale of such articles when sold at 
wholesale or to a registered pharmacist, or to a registered assistant phar- 
macist. But the provisions of this' section shall not apply to the dis- 
pensing of poisons on prescriptions of physicians or veterinary surgeons 
put up by registered pharmacists, or registered assistant pharmacists, or 
dipensed by a physician or veterinary surgeon in his regular practice. 

Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not 
less than $20, nor more than $100, and, in the discretion of the court, may 
be imprisoned not less than one month and not more than six months, in 
addition to said fine. 

SCHEDULE ''A." 

Arsenic, aconite, belladonna, corrosive sublimate, hydrocyanic acid, 
cyanide potassium, strychnia and its' salts, cocaine and its salts, phos- 
phorous, oil bitter almond, cotton root and its preparations, ergot and its 
preparations, oil tansy, oil savin, cantharides and its tinctures. 

SCHEDULE ''B." 

Carbolic Acid, tincture iodine, oxalic acid, the mineral acids, digitalis 
and its preparations, colchicum, conium, nux vomica, morphine and its 
preparations, tully powder, chloral, croton oil, opium and its liquid* 
preparations (except those containing less than two (2) grains to the 
fiuid ounce) and all other deadly poisons. 

Sec. 11. That the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy may, in their discre- 
tion, issue a permit to persons', firms or corporations engaged in the busi- 
ness of retailing drugs, chemicals, or medicinal preparations upon the 
prescriptions of physicians, in small towns or rural districts in this State 
having a population of five hundred (500) inhabitants or under, computed 
by the last Federal Census in which the conditions, in the judgment of 
said Board, do not justify the employment of a registered pharmacist, 
and said permit shall authorize the person named therein to carry on 
such business in said small town or rural district named in said permit, 
but not elsewhere, under such regulations and restrictions as said Board 
may adopt. Any person applying for said permit shall pay a fee of $1 
to said Board and a renewal fee of $1 each year he shall continue to carry 
on such business under such permit; said renewal fee to be paid on such 
date as said Board may fix. 

Sec. 12. This act shall not apply to physicians putting up their own 
prescriptions. 

Sec. 13. That all Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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Sec. 14. That this Act take effect f roln and after its passage, the 
public welfare requiring it.

ACTS PASSED FEBBtTABY 4th and APBIL 1st, 1901. 



AN ACT to regulate the sale or giving away of cocaine or any 
compound thereof in this State, and to provide punishment 
for the violations of this Act. 
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Section 1. Be it enacted by the General AsBembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That it shall be unlawful for any one to sell, barter or giT« 
away cocaine or any compound thereof in this State, provided, however, 
that this shall not apply to the sale of cocaine or compound thereof by 
a druggist upon prescription of physician, provided, that no prescription 
calling for cocaine or compound thereof shall be filled more than one 
time, provided, that the provisions of this Act shall not apply to whole' 
sale druggists in supplying the trade or retail druggists supplying dentists 
or physicians. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. The violation of this Act shall, upon 
conviction be punished by not less than $100 and not more than $500 or 
punishment by imprisonment in the county jail or workhouse for a period 
of time not less than 30 days or more than six months or both in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. The grand jury shall have inquisitorial 
power to investigate violation of this Act. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That this Act shall take effect from 
and after its passage, the public welfare requiring it.

AN ACT to prevent the substitution of any drug in filling physi- 
cians ' prescriptions by druggists in the State. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General AsBembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That it shall be unlawful for any corporation, firm or person, 
or any combination or association of corporations, firms or persons en- 
gaged in the business of buying, compounding and selling drugs and 
medicines to substitute any drug or medicine in lieu or stead of that 
given to the patient by the physiciaii on the face of his prescription. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That it shall be unlawful for any agent 
or employe of such person, firm or corporation or association or combina- 
tion of persons, , firm or corporation engaged in the business' of buying 
and selling drugs in this State to substitute any medicine for the specific 
medicine mentioned in the physicians' prescriptions. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That any person, firm or corporation 
violating the provisions of this Act, oir aiding or abetting the violation 
of the same, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
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be fined not less than $25 nor more than $100 for each and every offense. 
Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That this Act take effect from and after 
its passage, the public welfare requiring it.

SENATE BILL No. 463. 



AN ACT to authorize physicians to conduct the business of 
druggists under certain restrictions. 

Seetion 1. Be it enacted by the General Asvembly of the State of 
Tenne88ee,That from and after the passage of this Act, it shall be lawful 
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in the State of Tennessee, for any graduate in medicine, who is regularly 
licensed to practice medicine in this State, and who has been a practicing 
physician for not less than ten years to conduct a drug store or pharmacy 
and to sell therein any drugs, medicines, pharmaceutical preparations and 
the like, usually sold in drug stores or pharmacies in this State, and to 
compound and fill physicians' prescriptions, in any and all towns and 
eitieB in this State haying a population of not more than two thousand 
inhabitants by the Federal Census of 1910 or any subsequent Federal 
Census. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That the prescription department, in- 
cluding the filling of all prescriptions and the sale of all poisons anc! 
dangerous drug:>, shall be under the personal supervision of such physi- 
cian, conducting the said drug store or pharmacy. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That any physician proposing to sell 
drugs or conduct a pharmacy under the provisions of this Act be, and he 
is hereby required to take out a license as a registered pharmacist, which 
said license shall be issued to 'him as now provided by law in the case 
of pharmacists, by the Board of Examiners, upon proper showing that he 
is a regularly licensed physician in this State, and that he has practiced 
his profession in this State for a period of ten years next before applying 
for such license, and said license shall be issued to him without an ex- 
amination, he to pay the fee prescribed by law therefor. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That all laws and parts of laws and 
statutes in conflict with this Act, in so far as the same may conflict here- 
with, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That this Act take effect from and after 
its passage, 'the public welfare requiring it.

A BILL to be entitled, an Act to authorize registraton of assist- 
ant pharmacist, as pharmacist, when such assistant pharma- 
cist have had or shall hereafter have had five consecutive 
years actual experience, as such under existing laws.

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CHANGES IN THE LAWS. 



The Le^slature of 1911 made some very important changes 
in the Tennessee Food and Drugs Law, rendering it much more 
effective for the purpose for which it was intended — ^that is, 
for the protection of the people against poisoning by and fraud 
in foods and drugs. In particular, it authorized the publication 
in the daily newspapers of the results of analyses of foods and 
drugs and of inspections of the places where these things are 
sold. This will enable the department to inform the people of 
the State quickly of the results of its work, and in that way to 
be of much greater benefit than has been heretofore possible. 
The Food and Drugs Act as amended, and, therefore, as it is 
now in force, is as giveij below. The original act is Chapter 
297, Acts of 1907. The amending Act is Chapter 53, Acts of 
1911. Marginal notes indicate those portions of the law which 
were made by each Act. 

TENNESSEE FOOD AND DRUGS LAW.

CIRCULAE LBTTEB NUMBEB 11. 
Subject: Saccharin in Foods. 

The Beferee. Board of Consulting Scientific Experts attached to the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture' has conducted an investigation as to 
the effect on health of the use of saccharin. 

As its conclusions from this investigation, the Beferee Board finds 
that the continued use of saccharin in quantities of over 3-10 of a gram 
is liable to impair digestion and that the addition of saccharin as a sub- 
stitute for cane sugar or other forms of sugar, reduces the food value 
of the sweetening product and hence lowers its quality. 

''In every food in which saccharin has heretofore been used some 
other sweetening agent known to be harmless to health can be substi- 
tuted,, and there is not even a pretense that saccharin is a necessity for 
the manufacture of food products." The findings of the Beferee Board 
show that saccharin is ''sxich an added poisonous or other added delete- 
rious ingredient'^ as is contemplated by the act, and also, that the sub- 
stitution of saccharin for sugar in foods reduces and lowers their quality. 

In accordance with these findings of the Beferee Board and With the 
decision of the U. S. Department of Agriculture this Inspection will 
rcrgard as adulterated under the Tennessee Food and Drugs Act, all foods 
containing saccharin which on or after July 1, 1911, are manufactured or 
offered for sale in this State. 

This Inspection has found that one of the most prevalent uses of this 
material is in soft drinks. The attention of bottlers and sellers of soft 
drinks is, therefore, especially called to the decision above.

The bill (Chapter 53, Acts of 1911) amending the Pure Food and Drugs 
Act when introduced in the Legislature in February, 1911, carried with it 
the proviso that it become effective July 1, 1911. Due to unforeseen 
events the law was not enacted in March, as was expected, nor until 
June 29, thus depriving the parties affected of the three months in which 
to get ready, which it was originally intended to provide. In view of 
this fact, the Inspection will allow retailers until October 15 in which to 
dispose of goods actually on hand June 29, 1911, which may not eonfonn 
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to the law as amended, but which Were not in violation of laws in effect 
prior to June 29, 1911, ,

CIRCULAR LETTER NUMBER 13. 

Subject: Labeling of Antipyrine and Acetphenetidin Compounds and 

Preparations. 

Attention is* called to the fact that the law now requires a statement 
of the presence and amount of these substances upon the label of any 
package containing them. In accordance wih Circular Letter No. 12, 
antipyrine preparations actually in the hands of the retailers June 29, 
1911, may be disposed of without labeling until October 15, 1911, provided 
they are labeled or stamped so as to show that fact. As the presence 
of this substance is not now required to be declared under the Federal 
Pure rood and Drugs Act, retailers are especially warned to require of 
manufacturers selling headache preparations and othe remedies likely to 
contain it a statement as to whether antipyrine is present. 

Acetphenetidin should be declared by that name, and not as ''Phenace- 
tine'^ or by other synonym. Since the declaration of this substance has 
always been implied under ' ' acetanilid, or derivative thereof," and its 
name was only included in the law for greater clearness, the labeling 
requirements as to acetphenetidin will be enforced without any delay.

CIRCULAR LETTER NUMBER 14. 
Subject: Sale of Sub-standard Laudanum, etc. 

Section 3 of the Pure Pood and Drugs Act (Chapter 297 of the Acts 
of 1907) made provision for the sale of preparations under names recog- 
nized in the United States' Pharmacopoeia and National Formulary dif- 
fering from the standards therein defined, provided the actual standards 
of strength or quality were plain'ly stated on the label. Certain abuses 
of this privilege have arisen, and to correct them the amended law ex- 
empts from this provision * * any tincture of iron, or preparation of opium, 
iodine, camphor, ginger or peppermint as defined in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary. '* 

This means that no preparation of any of the substances mentioned 
may be legally sold under a name recognized in the Pharmacopoeia or 
National Formulary if it differs in strength from the standards of these 
works. The trade is further informed that no mere subterfuge or slight 
alteration of the official name will be regarded as complying with the 
requirements of the law. If these preparations are to be sold at all of 
any strength other than the official one, they must be sold under a name 
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which in no way suggests the official one or could be confused with it 
by the average person. ''The quantity or proportion of any alcohol, 
morphine, opium, . . . acetanilid, or any derivative or preparation of any 
such substJlnces'' will, tif' course, be feqtiifea to be stated.' ' 

Circular Letter No. 12 applies to good affected by this provision of the 
amendment so far as they were actually in the hands of the retailer on 
June 29, 1911, and if labeled or stamped so as to show that fact.

CIECULAE LETTEE NUMBEE 15. 

Subject: Hearings. (Provided for by Section 8 as Amended June 29, 

1911.) 

When the examination or analysis shows that samples are adulterated 
or misbranded within the meaning of the Pure Food and Drugs Act of 
this State, notice of that fact will in the case of every first offense be 
given to the party or parties against whom prosecution lies under this 
law, and to such other interested parties as the Pure Food and Drugs 
Inspector may direct^ and a date will be filed, within fifteen days of the 
notice, at which such party or parties may be heard before the Pure Food 
and Drugs Inspector or such other official connected with the Food and 
Drugs Inspection as he may designate. The hearings will be held at a 
place to be designated by the Pure Food and Drugs Inspector most con- 
venient for all parties concerned. These hearings will be private and 
confined to questions of fact. The party or -parties' interested therein 
may appear in person or by attorney, ot submit a written brief and may 
submit oral or written evidence to show any fault or error in the findings 
of the analyst or examiner. Interested parties may present proper inter- 
rogatories to analysts to be submitted to and propounded by the officer 
conducting the hearing, but such privilege shall not include the right of 
crosB-examination. The Pure Food and Drug Inspector may order a re- 
examination of the sample or have new samples shown for further ex- 
amination. 

If, after a hearing has been held, it appears that a violation of the 
law has been committed, the Pure Food and Drugs Inspector will notify 
the proper authorities and will act as prosecutor in the court having 
criminal jurisdiction of the offense, as required by law.

RBPORT OP SBCRBTARY. * 

March 1, 1911. 
To His Excellency, B. W. Hooper, Governor, Nashville, Tenn. 

Dear Sir: In compliance with the provisions of the Pharmacy Act, I 
have the honor to submit to you and to the Tennessee Pharmaceutical 
Association, a report of the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy for the year 
ending December 31st, 1910: 

During this time the Board has held four meetings, all of these being 
the regular quarterly meetings for the examination of candidates for 
registration. 

The first meeting was held at Nashville, January 18th to 2l8t, inclusive. 
The class present and qualified for the examination, numbered fifty-two. 
The class was called to order and the examination was proceeded with in 
the branch of Pharmacy, conducted by Mr. W. A. McBath. At 12 
o'clock, the branch of Pharmacy was completed, and Board and class 
taking a recess until 2 o'clock, at which hour the examinations were re- 
sumed in the branch of Chemistry, conducted by M>. D. H. Neil. This 
branch was completed at 3:30 o'clock and the branch of Materia Medica 
was taken up, in charge of Mr. J. B. Sand. The branch of Materia 
Medica was completed at 5:30 o'clock, the Board and class adjourning 
until next morning. 
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At 9:30 o'clock Wednesday morning^ the class was called to order and 
examinations resumed in the branch of Operative Pharmacy, conducted 
by Mr. P. W. Ward. This branch was completed at 12 o'clock, noon, 
which concluded the examinations. 

The Board proceeded with the grading of the papers of the several 
candidates with the result of eleven of the class* making grades to give 
them Begistered Pharmaists papers and twenty-six making grades to 
give them Assistant Pharmacists papers. 

At the executive session of the Board, Mr. E. F. Jared, attorney, made 
a verbal report of inspection of stores for the previous month, which 
showed a very decided improvement in conditions as to the sale of drugs 
by general merchants in the rural districts, as a great many stores had 
discarded their small drug stock and other store owners had complied 
with the law in securing permits to dispense drugs under certain restric- 
tions. 

This being the annual meeting of .the Board, election of officers was 
held and the following were unanimously elected: F. W. Ward, Presi- 
dent; W. A. Mcfiath, Vice-President; Ira B. Clark, Secretary, and Profes- 
sor E. A. Buddiman, Chemist. 

The Secretary's financial report for the year 1909 was submitted and 
approved. 

Nothing else coming to the Board's attention, it stood adjourned to 
meet in Nashville, April 19th, 1910. 

Pursuant to adjournment, the Board met at Nashville, April 19 to 21 
inclusive. All members of the Board present. 

A class of forty was present and qualified for the examination and at 
the conclusion, ten of the candidates were found qualified to receive 
Begistered Pharmacists papers and seventeen were qualified to have As- 
sistant Pharmacists papers. 

The Board went into executive session and disposed of an accumulation 
of work, among other things, the subject of engaging an inspector at- 
torney for the year was considered and inasmuch as the services of Mr. 
E. F. Jared were of a very satisfactory character and he being an appli- 
cant for the position, it was voted to engage him for another year. 

Mr. Jared submitted his report for the quarter, which showed condi- 
tions generally, were very much improved along the lines of observing 
the requirements of the Pharmacy Law, both by general merchants and 
by druggists. 

Meeting adjourned to meet in Memphis July 18th, 1910. 
Pursuant to adjournment, Board met in Memphis July 18th, 1910. 
All members of the Board being present. 

A class of fifty-six was present and qualified for the examination. 
At the conclusion of the examination, the ratings were appended to 
the papers of the several candidates and these grades showed that eleven 
made marks entitling them to Begistered Pharmacists papers and fifteen 
made grades giving them Assistant Pharmacists papers. 

This was the largest class ever appearing before the Board and the 
members were kept busy during the five-day session of the meeting. 
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In connection with this' meeting, representatives were present from the 
State Boards of Florida, Georgia and Arkansas and a permanent organi- 
zation of Boards was formed, known as the Southern Association Boards- 
of Pharmacy. The objects of the organization being to establish a uni- 
form standard of requirements in examinations, to elevate the status of 
the profession of Pharmacy and to set up a comity reciprocal exchange of 
licenses. On the latter subject, it is acknowledged generally, that a 
licentiate who has demonstrated his qualifications before an examining 
Board of one State and desires to move across the border, should not be 
required to take another examination, in order to practice his chosen 
profession. 

It may be of some interest to note that the President of this Board 
was elected Vice-President of the Association and the Secretary was 
elected to membership on the executive committee as its chairman. 

The members of the Tennessee Board feel much gratification over the 
esteem in which it is held by other State Boards and it was remarked 
by one of the delegates present at this meeting, "We all look to the 
Tennessee 3oard to lead the way," and it is tacitly understood that each 
member of this Board will use his best efforts to live up to the reputation 
established*. 

Adjournment taken to meet in Chattanooga, October 4th, 1910. 

Pursuant to adjournment, the Board met in Chattanooga, October 4th,. 
to 6th, inclusive. 

All members 'of the Board present. 

A class of thirteen was examined and of this number, three were 
qualified to receive piapers as Begistered Pharmacists and three as As 
sistant Pharmacists. 

Board adjourned to meet in Nashville, January 17th, 1911. 

This report shows that one hundred sixty-one candidates appeared be- 
fore the Board for examination during the year, which is the largest 
number that has ever been examined by the Board in any one year. Of 
this number, thirty-six were successful, or about 19 per cent of the total 
number examined. This is a very low average and may be accounted for 
by the active demand for qualified men as clerks which impels young men 
to take the examination before being fully prepared to do so. 

The Board does not consider this condition as presenting any alarming 
features', as the State has now 1,216 Begistered Pharmacists, or about one 
Begistered Pharmacist to each 1,600 population. 

The attorney-inspector has been very active during the year and has 
inspected practically all the drug stores in the State and general mer- 
chandise stores, where drugs are sold and while some violations have been 
found, the conditions are much improved as compared to a few years* ago 
when all classes of stores felt privileged to sell and dispense drugs and 
poisons, without regard to their qualifications as Pharmacists.. 

Tour attention is respectfully called to the fact, that policing the 
Pharmacy Law, through the Board of Pharmacy, is accomplished with 
funds from the druggists themselves, as fees for examination and for re- 
newing Pharmacy licenses annually. This feature of the law is unique, 
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inasmuch as the practice of Pharmacy is regulated by those engaged in 
the business and the public is being protected from incompetents, without 
any cost to the State. •
